danger. Shélls and bullets are no re- 
specters of persons, aud the Ked Cross 
men are constantly exposed to danger, 
and without the thrill which helps to 
keep men of the fightug units up under 
the stress of battle. Lut as previously 
intimated, there are many other lines of 
endeavor, which are looked after by the 
men in thigarm of the service, Among 
others are the Field Dressing Stations, 
Collecting Depots, Field and Base Llos- 
pitals, and Motor Ambulances. Another 
very important branch is that of sanita- 
tion, When one considers the freedom 
from disease which is enjoyed by our ar- 
mies today, and compare this record 
with that of previous wars, the efficiency 
of this branch of the A.M.C. will be 
readily appreciated,
